decrease of individu al deposits of more than 8200,000,000. 
The nation is said b y Mr. Parlin to b e in the position of a man who 
b u ys an au tomob ile; either he takes the pu rchase money ou t of his past 
earnings, mortgages fu tu re earnings b y b orrowing, redu ces living expenses 
and takes the money ou t of present earnings or works harder and earns 
more money. 
} 


The latter cou rse, Mr. Parlin b elieves, is the one America shou ld adopt 
and b y earning more money and spending what is normally spent, increase 
the wealth of the cou ntry and win the war. 
In closing his argu ment, Mr. Parlin makes the following very u rgent 
appeal to the b u siness men of the cou ntry to exert every effort to keep 
b u siness conditions normal: 
“ What do present conditions requ ire of a b u siness men? 
“They requ ire compliance with every requ est of the government, care­ 
fu l yet cou rageou s management, sou nd financing, elimination of waste, alert 
attention to every opportu nity to adopt produ cts to meet new needs.

Garfield, United States fuel adminis­ 
trato r, issued the fo llo wing statem ent: 
“The o rder suspending tempo rarily the 
o peratio n 
industrial plants in po r­ 
tio ns o f the United States is drastic. 
Yes, war is drastic. 
This w ar Is the 
mo st extensive and invo lves greater 
sacrifices than 
any 
war hereto fo re. 
The American peo ple, led by the presi­ 
dent, entered this war deliberately. 
They are staking everything fo r the 
realizatio n o f a g reat ideal, and the 
ideal is practical. 
We kno w th at de­ 
mo cracy must be made a reality at 
ho me as well as abro ad, that Its bene­ 
fits must be shared by all and Its sac 
riflees bo rne by no single class. 
“Capital and labo r are em barked in 
this w ar because all Americans are in 
it, and the American spirit cries o ut 
against the least suggestio n that the 
burden be shifted to tho backs o f any 
o ne class, least o f all o f labo r, fo r la 
bo r has less financial ability to meet 
the pro lo nged hardships o f w ar than 
capital. 
We are realizing the truth 
no w as never befo re that capital and 
labo r are no t two , but o ne. 
Tlmir 
pro blems present merely two aspects 
o f the same vital questio n. 
The un­ 
selfish and patrio tic impulses and the 
calm lo o k ahead will lead the co untry 
to appro ve o f the o rder no w in fo rce. 
“Industry Is in an unbalanced co ndi­ 
tio n. 
W$ lack m any essentials— fo o d, 
clo thing, tueh We hav e piled up eno r­ 
mo us sto res o f things no t essential to 
life, but very essential to war. 
We 
have piled up so high o n o ur do cks 
and in o ur sto reho uses that the ships 
canno t carry them away as fast as 
they pile up. Fo r lack o f hunker co al 
held up by traffic co ngestio n the num­ 
ber o f ships in o ur harbo rs increases 
menacingly. 
“The fo o d supply is threatened to 
nn even greater degree than the fuel 
supply. This co nditio n is in large part 
due to the co ngestio n that at many 
po ints ho lds the lo aded cars in its 
grip. 
“To single o ut industries no t o n 
gaged to so me extent in war manufac 
ture is to select industries which in 
the aggregate will bring relief o nly if 
suspended Indefinitely. 
To require all 
Industries 
except 
a 
co mparatively 
small part to cease fo r h few days 
quickly acco mplishes the desired re 
suit and permanently 
injures 
no ne 
The o rder ns It stands puts all indus­ 
tries o n an equal 
fo o ting, favo ring 
no ne and avo iding unfair co mpetitio n 
hut this reaso n alo ne is no t sufficient 
This reaso n, plus the fact that the nr 
der will put co al in the empty bins 
o f the peo ple, will save co al, will aid 
In breaking tip co ngestio n o f traffic 
and in furnishing an adequate supply 
o f co al to flu* peo ple who need It and 
to the ships which canno t sail witho ut 
it—these are sufficient reaso ns and 
justify the o rder.
